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DAILY CASE RATE 4
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VACCINATED VS UNVACCINATED 5

While we are seeing a relatively small number of breakthrough cases, the increase in 
the daily case rate is primarily driven by people who are not fully vaccinated. 
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BREAKTHROUGH CASES 6

Since May, 45 lives have been lost to COVID-19 in DC. 
Tragically, none of those people were fully vaccinated. We can prevent more lives lost.

It is very rare for a fully vaccinated person to need to be hospitalized for COVID-19. 
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VACCINATION RATES 7

96% of the people who have died of 
COVID-19 since May were African 

American

People between the ages of 18 and 
40 have experienced the largest 

increase in positive cases, and 37% 
of the lives lost since May were 

people under the age of 60

We must work together to eliminate 
disparities in vaccination rates.
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ADDITIONAL COVID-19 VACCINE DOSES FOR IMMUNOCOMPRIMISED PEOPLE 8

The U.S. Food and Drug Administration and the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention both approved the use of an additional dose of 

the Pfizer and Moderna vaccines for certain immunocompromised 
individuals, specifically, solid organ transplant recipients or those who 

are diagnosed with conditions that are considered to have an equivalent 
level of immunocompromise.

DC Health will continue to provide updated guidance to health care 
providers regarding eligibility for additional shots.

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WORKING TOGETHER 13

Through the COVID-19 Community Corps, Ambassadors have:
§ knocked on 162,470 doors, engaging 79,795 residents
§ engaged 7,879 residents at high-traffic areas (e.g. parks, 

plazas, and Metro stops)
§ secured transportation for 308 residents to incentive 

vaccination sites

If you are already vaccinated, continue talking to and listening to your unvaccinated 
friends, family, and neighbors and help them make a decision and a plan to get vaccinated. 

Through the Vaccine Buddy Program:
§ 1,131 Vaccine Buddies have helped 1,916 family, friends, 

and neighbors get vaccinated at an incentive site. 

§ 8 Vaccine Buddies have earned $561 in VISA gift cards by each helping 11 people get vaccinated.
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VACCINATION REQUIREMENTS FOR DISTRICT HEALTH PROFESSIONALS 14

§ All licensed, certified and registered health professionals
§ All EMS providers such as paramedics and emergency medical 

technicians (EMTs)
§ All unlicensed healthcare workers (i.e. patient care technicians, 

personal care aides, environmental services staff)

By September 30, 2021 all healthcare workers in the District of 
Columbia must receive at least the first dose of Pfizer or Moderna or 1 

dose of Johnson & Johnson COVID-19 vaccine.
This requirement applies to:
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VACCINATION REQUIREMENTS FOR DISTRICT HEALTH PROFESSIONALS 15

Two doses of the Pfizer vaccine or the Moderna vaccine or one 
dose of the Johnson & Johnson vaccine are required 

(a) before the date of submission of an application for licensure, certification, or registration, 

(b) on the date of submission of an application for renewal of licensure, registration, or 
certification, 

(c) before beginning employment or a contractual relationship if not required to have a license, 
certification, or registration, or 

(d) on or before a date specified by the Department of Health in written or electronic 
correspondence to the person.

14 DAYS 
UNTIL THE FIRST DAY OF SCHOOL

All students must have their immunizations 
up-to-date before the first day of school. 

In-person learning will take place every day with 
layered safety protocols in place. More information
